Barbering Is one of the oldest of 
what are sometimes denominated per- 
sonal occupations. Shaving the head, 
or some part of it. has been practiced 
from the earliest times, even among 
nations which discouraged the shaving 
of the beard. 

Etymologically, the term barber, 
from the Latin word barba (beard), 
denctes a shaver of the beard; but It 
seems that hair-cutting and shaving 
have usually been accounted one oc- 
cupation. Shaving 18 spoken of in 
Job 1: 20; Genesis xli: 14; Leviticus 
xlil: 83; and Leviticus xiv; 8-9, and 
in several other of the Old Testament 
books; but the first place where the 
barber is directly mentioned is In 
Ezekiel v: 1: “And thou, son of man, 
take thee a barber's razor,” ete. 

Figures on Bgyptian and Assyrian 
monuments, and on some of the oldest 
of Chinese porcelains show that shav- 
Ing of the beard and head as a sign of 
mourning, or subjection, or religious 
devoticn, was practiced among all 
these ancient peoples. 

It Is plainly tmpossible to discover 
the origin of barbering. It is Inter- 


esting to know that In former times | 


this calling was regarded as a profes- 
sion, dentistry (at least the lancing of 
gums and drawing of teeth) and blood- 
letting and leeching being a part of 
every first-class barber's business,—

Nothing for the Ostrich 


But to Become Zoo Freak 
The ostrich ts difficult to raise. To 
begin with, It Is not a prolifie bird. 
Under satisfactory climatic conditions 
it Invs at but one season of the year, 
the eges numbering about a dozen. 
The period of incubation for hatching 
covers 42 days. The male takes turns 
at setting, going on duty, religiously 
every evening, to be relleved by his 
mate at daybreak, 
The young chicks are extremely 
delicate. The parents must be imme 
diately removed, lest they step on their 


offspring or rob them of thelr food. | 


Begs and lettuce constitute the young 
birds’ diet, to which eventually may 
he added alfalfa, cut into minute 
pieces. Even with the best of care 
and attention 75 per cent of the young 
ones die. 

Once grown, however, the ostrich 
formerly became a perennial source 
of wealth. Each year as the male de- 
veloped his gorgeous plumage for the 
mating season—thus winning the fa- 
vor of the impressionable female—he 
was stripped of tall and wing feath- 
ers, Which were curled, dyed and then 
shipped to all parts of the world. Now 
there is nothing left for the ostrich 
but to join a zoo or a beach resort side 
show. 


Correct ‘Noon Marks” 

Four correct “noon marks” are made 
in a year, on the following days: De- 
cember 24, April 15, June 14 and Sep- 
tember 1. Owing to the tnelination of 
the earth’s axis and its unequal move- 
ment in its orbit, selur days vary In 
their length. The average solar day 
corresponds to the 24 hours of our 
clocks, which keeps what is called 
mean time, If a clock were so con- 
structed as to give the real solar time 
for all periods of the year, It would 
be observed that sometimes when the 
solar clock pointed at noon, the ordl- 
nary clock keeping mean time, would 
be pointing at figures between 11:45 


and 12, or at other times between 12 | 


and 12:15. Four times each year, how- 
ever, upon the days mentioned, the 
shadow of a dial, or noon-mark, would 
point due south at noon by the clock,

Washington’s Visit to Andover 

Shortly after his inauguration, Washing- 
ton made a tour of the eastern states, visiting 
Andover on his return from New Hampshire, 
and on his way from Haverhill to Lexington. 
This visit to Andover is thus described by 
Judge Phillips’ biographer, viz: 

“Tuesday A.M. Nov. 5, 1789 he drove 
early to Andover and breakfasted at Deacon 
| Isaac Abbot’s tavern in the house now owned 
by Hon. Amos Abbot, Here as he stood in 
front of the house, some of our most aged 
citizens remember to have seen him, While 
| tarrying here, he asked the little daughter of 
the Deacon to mend his riding glove for him, 
and when she had done it, tock her upon his 
knee and gave her a kiss, which so elated 
Miss Priscilla that she would not allow her 
face to be washed again for a week.” 
| General Washington was the guest of Judge 

Phillips at the Mansion house, where he met 
some of the principal citizens.
